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HISTORY  OF  THE  EXMOUTH 

HOSPITAL. 


]  HE  first  Cottage  Hospital  in  Exmouth  was  started  in  5,  Clarence 


1  Road  by  the  late  Mrs.  Hume  Long  in  1884.  She  was 
assisted  by  Nurse  Harris.  In  1886  Mrs.  Hume  Long  took  two 
houses  in  Bicton  Street,  converting  them  into  a  Hospital  and 
calling  io  The  Maud  Hospital,  after  a  daughter  she  had  lost  in 
Brussels  of  diphtheria.  She  fitted  it  up  very  completely  and 
ran  it  entirely  herself  with  the  aid  of  nurses,  superintending 
everything  and  paying  for  everything,  including  a  Medical  Library, 
which  she  provided. 

Mrs.  Hume  Long  died  in  December,  1899,  and  early  in 
1900  the  Rt.  Hon.  Walter  Long,  M.P.,  who  was  afterwards  Lord  Long 
of  Wraxall,  handed  the  Hospital  over  to  a  Committee  to  manage, 
together  with  £250  for  its  upkeep. 

The  residents .  of  Exmouth  and  neighbourhood  nobly  came 
forward  and  subscribed  towards  its  maintenance. 

In  1902  it  was  decided  that  the  Maud  Hospital  was  a  very 
unsuitable  building  for  a  hospital,  and  the  public  were  asked  to  sub¬ 
scribe  to  build  a  new  hospital.  Donations  were  quickly  forthcoming, 
and  Mr.  W.  Davis,  of  “  Doneraile,”  gave  £1,000  towards  the  new 
building,  provided  the  new  Hospital  was  called  The  Exmouth 
Cottage  Hospital.  Lady  Gertrude  llolle  laid  the  foundation  stone  of 
the  new  buildings  on  September  3rd,  1902,  and  the  Hospital  was 
opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  July  6th,  1903. 

The  kitchen  department  originally  was  placed  upstairs. 
This  was  found  to  be  as  inconvenient  as  a  basement  kitchen  would  be, 
so  in  1916  the  kitchens  were  brought  downstairs  ;  extra  bedrooms 
which  were  badly  needed  were  added  and  paid  for  by  Major 
Tracey,  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  Laura  Tracey. 

In  1925  it  was  felt  that  a  Children’s  Ward  was  necessary,  as 
well  as  other  additions  :  an  X-ray  Room,  a  new  Out  Patient  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  additional  Bedrooms  for  Nurses.  An  appeal  for  donations 
was  made,  and  in  October,  1928,  a  grand  Bazaar  was  held,  which 
brought  in  £3,000.

REPORT,  1930. 


THE  COMMITTEE  present  their  report  for  the  year  ending 
June  30th. 

They  regret  to  say  that  they  have  lost  many  oldjfriends  and 
subscribers  during  the  past  year.  They  deeply  regret  the  death  of 
Major  Leigh  Tracey,  who  acted  as  Hon.  Secretary  from  1907  to  1911, 
and  has  ever  since  kept  up  his  interest  in  the  Hospital.  In  1910  in 
memory  of  his  wife,  he  provided  extra  bedroom  accommodation,  by 
removing  the  kitchens  to  the  ground  floor,  which  had  originally  been 
placed  upstairs.  He  continued  to  be  a  subscriber  after  he  left  Ex¬ 
mouth,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  he  always  remembered  the 
inmates  at  Christmas,  and  he  did  not  forget  us  in  his  will. 

The  number  of  in-patients  has  been  rather  less  during  the  past 
12  months,  viz.,  248  instead  of  283  ;  this  is  owing  to  there  being  two 
less  beds  in  the  women’s  ward,  during  the  winter  months,  and  at  one 
time  there  were  as  many  as  six  women  waiting  for  a  vacant  bed. 

The  out-patients  treated  were  335,  being  3G  more  than  last  year, 
and  the  visits  paid  by  out-patients  were  2,89G,  or  709  more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  finances  have  been  a  difficulty,  as  the  calls  made  by  the 
Extension  Fund  naturally  take  a  prominent  place,  and  money  has 
often  been  given  to  that  fund,  which  normally  would  go  with  the 
current  account  for  maintenance. 

We  ended  last  year  with  an  adverse  balance  of  £118  0s.  lid.  ; 
which  has  now  been  reduced  to  £85  4s.  Od.  showing  that  economy 
has  been  studied  on  every  side  and  the  Committee  are  glad  to  say  that 
in  future  they  hope  the  financial  position  will  improve  and  be 
less  embarrassing  now  that  the  Exmouth  and  District  Hospital  Con¬ 
tributory  League  has  been  started. 

The  Committee  thank  very  warmly  all  those  who  acted  on  the 
Organising  Committee  for  the  Contributory  League,  especially  Mr. 
W.  Thompson  Godfrey,  who  acted  as  Chairman  ;  Mr.  Murray  Thomson, 
who  was  their  indefatigable  Hon.  Secretary  ;  and  also  Dr.  Douglas 
Murray,  who  has  been  elected  the  first  President  of  the  League. 

Captain  Warleigli,  II. N.,  of  Sherborne,  kindly  came  on  July  1st, 
and  attended  a  public  meeting,  when  the  scheme  was  started,  and  the 
Committee  hope  the  League  will  become  a  very  prosperous  one,  and  a 
great  boon  to  the  working  class  in  particular. 


The  cost  per  head  per  week  is  about  £2  17s.  6d.,  so  the  Com¬ 
mittee  feel  that  they  are  acting  generously  when  they  ask  inmates 
to  the  General  Wards  of  the  Hospital  whom  they  think  can  afford  to 
contribute  to  their  maintenance  to  pay  £2  2s.  per  week.  The  members 
of  the  Exmouth  and  District  Hospital  Contributory  League  will  be 
free  from  such  a  demand. 

Towards  the  Extension  Fund  we  have  received  £12,659,  and  we 
shall  want  another  £5,500 — £6,000  to  open  the  Hospital  free  of  debt. 

One  lady  has  given  us  £1,500  in  memory  of  her  husband,  and 
has  named  one  of  the  Private  Wards  after  him.  We  still  have  three 
Private  Wards  un-named  ;  would  not  someone  like  to  give  us  a  similar 
sum,  viz.,  £1,500,  and  name  a  ward? 

The  new  building  was  started  last  July,  and  Lady  Clinton 
graciously  came  and  laid  the  foundation  stone  on  October  9th,  and  the 
new  women’s  ward  and  new  operating  theatre  block  were  occupied 
and  in  use  early  in  June  of  this  year. 

The  Children’s  Ward  will  soon  be  completed  and  will  be  first 
used  as  the  Men’s  Ward  whilst  the  Men’s  Ward  is  being  enlarged. 

The  Out-patients’  Department,  X-ray  Room  and  new  Bedrooms 
will  be  completed  by  the  29th  October,  when  Lord  Exmouth  has 
promised  to  pay  us  a  visit  and  re-open  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Hunter,  of  Great  Duryard,  Exeter,  kindly  gave  us  a 
magnificent  library  bookcase  to  house  the  Medical  Library,  which 
was  bequeathed  to  us  by  the  late  Mrs.  Hume  Long  in  1899. 

When  the  present  Extension  is  complete  and  free  of  debt,  we 
hope  then  to  start  a  Maternity  Block,  which  is  so  much  needed,  and 
which  will  complete  our  Hospital  and  make  it,  for  its  size,  one  of  the 
most  up-to-date  Hospitals  in  England. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Brooks  has  resigned  and  Mr.  W.  Thompson  Godfrey 
has  kindly  undertaken  the  duties  of  Honorary  Auditor. 

Mr.  C.  M.  P.  Wright  kindly  undertook  for  a  time  the  duties  of 
Honorary  Secretary,  which  he  resigned  in  May,  and  Mr.  R.  S.  Ward 
has  been  appointed  in  his  place. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity  and  in  spite  of  the 
building,  the  Hospital  has  remained  open  all  the  year,  and  has  not 
been  closed  even  for  a  day  ;  for  this  we  are  indebted  to  the  Matron 
Miss  Hardisty — to  Sister  Shaw  and  Nurse  Munson  and  to  the  other 
Nurses,  as  well  as  to  the  Domestic  Staff  for  the  indefatigable  way  they 
have  all  worked  during  the  past  year,  often  under  the  most  trying 
circumstances. 

We  hope  the  new  extensions  will  soon  be  completed  and  the 
Hospital  working  quite  smoothly  before  Christmas.
